A thorough search of the files of SSC reflects no instance of 
support provided to candidates or parties involved in the 1972 Presi- 
dential election. It is the personal recollection of some former and 
present SSC employees, however, that a representative of McCovern's 
election staff requested to be indoctrinated into compartmented intel- 
lisence matters in order that he could receive materials for the infor- 
mation of the Democratic Presidential candidate. The name of the 
McGovern election staff representative cannot be recalled. The 
request was ignored at the direction of the then-Deputy Director of
